The deeper that iffvestigation goes into 

the proposed lease of the Georgia railroad 
by the Central, the more assured does one 
become of the earnestness of those favoring 
the plan. Largest stoekhulders are wheel 
ing into line, it is said, while influential 
directors and high officials are avowedly 
and ardently espousing the cousummation 
of the scheme Prominent members of the 
finance committee of the board, associated 
withseveral non-resident shareholders, who 
themselves have usually controlled the 
elections at the stockholders’ meetings, are 
openly supporting the lease; s9 that appre- 
hension in the city is increasing. Such 
abiding interest in Augusta's security, how- 
ever, is not felt by the advocates of this 
project, who are contréfted more by what 
they term business principles than feelings 
of sentiment. The opinions already ex- 
pressed by the Chronicie find hearty in 
dorsement by our citizens, and even by a 
few members of the board of directors; but 
we candidly believe that the desire, on the 
part of what appears to us_to be a majority 
of those in control, amounts to an infatua- 
tion as absorbing as it seems to be mistaken. 
The strong financial character aud inde- 
pendent position of che Georgia railroad 
seems just now to be its misfortune, if not 
its weakness, in attracting forits contro) 
the stupendous railway combinations 
which are casting their shadows over the 
southern states. As matters now stand, 
there is an open route from Cincinnati 
and the west tothe sea. The State road, 
which competing lines have several times 
tried to lease, preserves ia spite of all a 
strict neutrality, and gives the Cincinnati 
Southern an equal chance to Atlanta, with 
the Louisville and Nashville. The latter 
corporation has, however, invested every 
seaport on the Gulf coast—New Orleans, 
Mobile and Pensacola, It is believed to 
have controlled Norfolk since its undoubted 
purchase of the A. M. and QO. 
railroad, in Colonel Xole’s system; 
and now, it is said, is reaching 
out to close up the ports of Charleston and 
Port Royal, by buying up shares in the 
Georgia railroad, which would be operated 
s9 as not to compete with their estab 
lished business over inaugurated lines. It 
is said, indeed, that the Louisville and 
Nashville already owns five thousand 
shares, nearly one-fourth of a majority of 
the stock—which is altogether 42 000 shares 
—and may soon come in control. Here, 
then, two sets of opinions radiate. Some 
contend that the Louisville and Nashville 
sysiem opposes a lease of the Georgia by the 
Central railroad; and that the latter may be 
compelled to perfect such a combination, 
so as to prevent the Louisville and 
Nashville from shutting them 
out separately from all western 
and southern transportation. Such 
»ersons contend that this union is the only 
foatiea! movement to concentrate their 
strength against the encroachment of this 
great western company. On the other 
hand, others contend that General Alexan 
der is the power behind the Central railroad 
throne, who is instigating Mr. Wadley to 
make this coup. If such a combination 
exists between Mr. Wadiey and the Louts- 
ville and Nashville, this lease would give 
the latter the additional port of Savannah 
in his great system, would shut off all 
competing lines at Atlanta, injare Port 
Royal and Charleston. and add the state of 
Georgia to this magnificent domain. Be 
this as it may, certain it seems that the 
Central railroad and the Louisville and 
Nashville railread are working for the con- 
trol of the Georgia railroad, whether with 
one purpose or with couflicting interests, 
remains to be seen. 
The Central railrood and banking com- 
pany of Georgia was chartered in 1833, and 
various amendments were subsequently 
added. The Chronicle is indebted to Mr. 
Charles Z McCord, a well known Augusta 
lawyer, for the following information : 

By an act ee January 224, 1852 
the Central railroud was specially anthor- 
ized and empowered, by the iegisiature., 
to lease and work such railroads ay then 
connected, or may thereafter have con- 
nected. The act is entitled an act 
to authorize the Central railroad and 
banking company of Georgia to lease and 
work such railroads as now cvunect, or may 
hereafter connect, with the Centra’ railroad 
and to wuthcrize the board of directors of 
such railroad cempanies as now have, or 
may hereafter bave. their respective rail- 
roads connecting with the said Central 
railroad, to make lesses thereof fora term 
of years, or during the continuance of their 
respective charters. 
By Section I Jt isenacted that it shall 
and may be lawful for the Central railroad 
and banking company of Georgia to lease 
and work for such time and on such terms 
as may be agreed on by the parties inter- 
ested, the Augusta and Waynesboro rail- 
road, the Milledgeville railroad and such 
other railroads as bow connect or may 
hereafter connect with the Central railroad, 
and to collect, by suit or otherwise, the 
fares of travel and charges of transportation 
on railroads so leased. 

By section Il. That the respective boards 
of directors of the incorporated companies 
owning the railroads above mentioned, or 
owning such other railroads as now connect 
or may hereafter connect with the Central 
railroad, sbali have power and authority so 
to lease to the Central railroad and banking 
company of Georgia their respective rail- 
roads for such term of time and on sucb 

ther terms as they respectively deem 
best.’”’ 

It now remains to be seen whether or not 
these terms can be complied with in effect- 
ing this proposed lease. 

It is not generally known, but such is the 
fact, that the Charlotte, Columbia and Au. 
gusta railroad ba: made an eight, per cent 
offer to lease the Georgia railroad, giving 
the Richmond and Danville railroad as its 
security. The Charlotte, Columbia and 
Augusta, as is understood, is operated in 
the interest of the Ricbmond and Danville 
road, which line is groping over Virginia 
and the Carolinas, gathering in all the feed- 
ers of Richmend and Washington. As they 
seem to be cut off by Col. Cole and by the 
Louisvillé and Na hville systems, in their 
Norfo!k routes, their idea must be to sweep 
around from the west by way of Augusta 
a: d Atlanta. and bya prodigious are and 
interminable haul, make their connections 
sure after all Such a conibinatson seems 
forced and artificial, but in these days the 
tactics of railroads are those of Titans, and 
they move in a ‘‘giant’s swing.” 

Plans so monstrous as these are sufficient 
to have thrown railway magnates even, into 
a fever, and the Georgia railroad seems to 
have commanded negotiations from every 
quarter—besieged at bome and courted 
abroad. The fact, however, that he Georgia 
railroad, under its present management, 
has been building up its business and 
increasing its dividends, would justify the 
belief that it can continue to be successfully 
operated; and the additional fact that its 
position is so independent of all competi 
tion, because its line isso necessary foresch 
of the system, should make its influence 
more conservatiye aad its power more com- 
manding

Conciusicn of Peace With the Boers 
DurBAN, March.22 —The Boers have ac- 
cepted the British terms, including the 
cessation of war and the appointmentof a 
royal commission. Peace is regarded as 
assured, 

Lonpowx, March 22 —A dispatch from Pros- 
pect Hill to-day, says an armistice of 48 hours 
had been conciuded in order to terminate 
negotiations. The terms proposed are that 
allarms, munitions ard other property 
captured by either side during the hostili. 
ties shall be restored; that Transvaal shall 
be granted independence subject to condi- 
tions to be hereafter settled by the royal 
commission, and that the Boer government 
shall commence after the commission shal! 
have made its report. Meanwhile the 
British garrisons shall remain in Transvaal 
without in anywise interfering with the 
iocal affairs. ihe Boer forces will disperse 
forthwith, and Captain FElliott’s murderers 
are to be delivered up to justice, 
NewcastLe, Natal, March 22 —The final 
interview at which the negotiations be 
tween General Wood and the Boers are to 
be completed, takes place to-morrow It is 
ytated that the royal commission will meet 
at Heideiberg The armistice will probably 
be prolonged for two months pending the 
fiual settlement, 


GREAT BRITAIN. 

Lonpon March 22.—Mr. Gladstone, re- 
plying to questions by Sir Stafford North- 
cote, said the government had received a 
telegram from General Sir Evelyn Wood, 
stating that an arrangement had been made 
with the Boers who substantially acccepted 
the British conditions. The conditions Mr 
Gladstone said, are suzerainty of the 
queen; Bntish control of foreign 
relations and establishment ofa British 
resident at the future capital. The Boers, 
however, are promised complete _self- 
government. A royal commission will be 
appointed to consider the position of the 
natives, the regulations of frontier 
affairs, and the question whether any and 
what portion of the territory eastward, 
within certain limits, sball be severed 
from the Transvaal. The conditions also 
provide for the dispersal of the Boers forth- 
with and the temporary maintenance of the 
British garrisons which, however, are not 
to interfere with local affairs. General 
Wood promises pot to aivance or send 
wariike stores into the Transvaal. The 
house received the announcement of the 
terms with prolonged cheers. 

Mr. Forster, chief secretary for Ireland, 
replying to Mr. Collings, liberal member for 
Ipswich, stated that he had refused to fur- 
nish the prisoners in the Kilmeinham jail 
with a statement of the words and acts con- 
situting the ground of suspicion under 
which they are detained, and to receive a 
Written statemert from each in rep!

The Damage by Floods Around Roswell—A Jew- 
ish Synagogue for Athens—FPiat Shoals 
Out Off -An Old Man in Gainesville

Roswe.i, March 21.—In the letter dated 
17th we could only give an estimated report 
of the damage by the recent freshet at that 
time. The creek was higher than ever 
known before, but since the waters have 
gone down, we can fully realize the extent 
of damage to mill property and that of 
private individuals. Laurel woolen mills 
suffer, much more than at first thought 
When the dam gave away the larger por 
tion of the immense body of water was 
turned from its natural channel through 
the yard, inclosing the miil, covering the 
first foor entirely with water and leaving 
the beautiful grounds ina frightfal condi- 
tion, with immense washouts, one extend- 
ing 50 feet in length and ten in depth 
About 1,000% pounds of wool was 
lost, and some ten tons of guano 
stored near the factory, badly damaged. 
Mr. Wood, the president of the company, 
thinks $3,000 may cover his entire losses. 
The Roswell manufacturing company’s 
loss is not so much, but considerable. They 
lose one dam,'which we ,learn will not be 
rebuilt; its use to besupplied by a race 
from the new dam, Colonel Robertson has 
about three-fourths of the mill running 
to-day, and will soon complete arrange- 
ments to put the balance in operation. Ali 
through this section we hear most disas- 
trous results ofthe freshet. From a gentle- 
man living near Alpharetta, we learn there 
is nota bridge left in Milton county.

EX-SECRETARY SCHURZ 


Eats Dinwer at the Expense of Beaton 
Special dispatch to The Constitution. 

Boston, March 22 —A reception was ten- 
dered ex-Secretary Schurz at the Hote! 
Vendome this evening. In response to the 
address of welcome, the ex secretary deliv- 
ered a lengthy speech, in which, after 
referring to the Ponca Indian controversy, 


he devoted a considerable portion of his 
remarks to other topics of national! 
interest. In taking a survey 
of the condition of affairs in the world 
abroad, Mr. Schurz said, while on the 
other side of the Atlantic we see thé Irish: 
problem having assumed almosta revolu- 
tionary character and afar off war rendered 
odious not only by occasional disasters but 
still more by the conscious injustice 
of its cause, perplexing old Englard; while 
we see the nations of the European conti 
nent groaning under terrible burdens and 
an armed and precarious peace disquieted 
by social restiessness, political faction and 
ecanomic disa-ter; while we see the 
assassipation of an emperor spreading 
genuine consternation and an uncertain 
and threatening future haiging over al) 
Europe like a gloomy thunder cloud: 
while we observe all these portentious 
signs there the only question which imme. 
diately troubles us is whether we shall or 
shall not have an extra session of congress 
to enable the government to und 
our vational bond at a rate of interest less 
than four per cent. We justify cnce more 
the old saying that “happy the country 
that has no history.’’ We make but little 
history at the present moment. What wedo 
make iscomfortable and good Indeed never, 
since the close of our civil war, bas our 
condition, economic, social and pelitical 
been so generally satisfactory as now. Uf 


our material prosperity I need not 
speak, It is feit in every 
sphere of scciety and in_ every 
‘branch of industry and. commerce. It is 


' the envy of the world. The animosities of 


our great civil conilict bave in a great meas- 
ure subsided. Prosperity and activity in the 
south have accelerated the healing 
of oldsores. The people of the two sec- 
tions are more and more drawn together 
again by consciousness of common rights, 
common duties, common aims aod a com- 
mon destiny. In short, by the inspiration of 


/commoen patriotism our national govern- 


ment has, I think, succeeded in proving 
once more the falsity of the old assertion 
that corruption is an inevitable con- 
comitant of democratic institutions.

Hayes’s Expenses, 
: Washington Republic. 

Mr. Hayes, siace bis return to Ohio, has had 
himself interviewed by the Cleveland Hérald 
with reference to the disposition of his income as 
president. He ses down his four years’ expenses 
in the white house at $ 30.000, and he says he 
paid $4,°C0 for the expei:ses of the ‘visiting states 
men’’ to Louisiana which wou!d leave $66,000 of 
the $200,40 received by him as salary. Mr. 
Hayes, so he says, owed $90.00 when he entered 
upon the duties of his office, “mostly on account 
o! bequests charged on the Burchard estate’; he 
paid 860,000 of these debts out of his saiary, and 
has $ 000 as the money evide.ce of his four years’ 
presidency. It would thus appear that Mr Hayes 
has $30,000 in debts still stari:g him in 
the face. Ono his way to Fremont he said he would 
take up his residence again in that town, ‘not 
only om aceount of the pleasant associations of 
that place, But because he could not afford to 
keep upthe style of living that would be « xpec‘ed 
of an ex president ina large city.” When Mr 
Mayes became president he was regarded as a 
wealthy man, not only by the public at large, but 
by the people of Ohio who were familiar with 
his circumstapees. The question naturally comes 
op, Wha. bas become of his money? I venture 
to say that there is nots single public man nor 
an inte ligent citizen of Washington, who bas 
noted the economies of the late occupants of the 
white house, who will believe that Mr. Hayes’s 
expenses while presideut were $33,500 a year. We 
ail know-—for the Hayes family have boastfully 
proclaimed the fact from the gilded parlors of the 
executive mansion to the cattie shows of the 
Pacific coast—that wine had no place in the 
white house purchases. Thus the biggest 
source of outlay in all previous presidential 
housekeeping was avoided It is almost equalty 
well known that the preident did uot have to 
pay fur fuel, gas, house rent, furniture, vegetables 
or flowers, and that with two or three exceptions, 
the servants were paid by the government. He 
bought the rost of his meatsand groceries at cst 
prices from the army SONA TY and it isa mat 
ter of record that he drew bis salary every mouth 
in advance, and thus made intereston his monuth- 
ly allowance. In his travels about the country 
he never paid any railroad fare, and itis even 
said that he was always deadheaded at hotels 
Mr. Hayes, so far as diligent inquiry can ascer- 
tain, never gave anything toward the campaign 
expenses of the republican party (although he did 
allow the aseessmentof the clerks while pretend 
ing to oppose it), and when the poor of Washing- 
tou were freezing and starving, and When foreign 
ministers bountilully asisted to stay the general 
suffering, the late oceupants of the white house, 
~o far as the records show,geve ‘nly a barrel of 
frozen apples to the Children’s hospital. In 
view of ali these facts, will some domestic 
eco: omist kindly explain how Mr. Hayes could 
have got rid of $33.500 a year as the legitimate ex. 
penses of the white house? It must not be forgot- 
ten that Mr. Ha es was a good man iu eli his 
walks He had none of the vices of the ordinary 
mun. His epjoyments were all in the home 
circle. He dia ot go to the theatre nor to the 
o,era; be did pot smoke; he was plain in dress; 
he drank liquorand wine at other people's ex- 
pense; be gave uo prizes to the pub:ic schools; he 
dia not drive fast horses, and he had no [ancy ter 
dogs; he did not gamble; he did not buy lottery 
tickets he did not buy books and works of art: 
and there were no female scandals connected 
with his administration. Then what did he do 
with all the mouey? Nobody in Washington can 
tigure up an actual expenditure of even $.0,000 a 
year. From the present outlook the American 
people will soon be called upon to help another 
ex-president out of his poverty.
